In as y continuing legal joisting with the FBI I have gotten only part of what I 
asked for and will pursue the rest in court. (C.A.75-1396, filed and with a better judge.) 
But what I li&ve is more than enough to prove that Jimmy was framed deliberately and that 
within the BJ there is a case of conspiring to deny feds civil rights. As I have already 
writ ton Levi the men he put in. charge of the internal investigation are those in need 
of being investigated.
